Sect. 11. No smells shall be taken or 


fished for in any of the Mdal waters, in this 
Sute in any other manner than by hook 
arid line, between tbe flist day of April and 
the first day of October in each year,ander 
a penalty of not less than ten dolllirs, nor 
more than thirty dollars for each offence, 
and a further penalty o" twenty cents for 
each smelt so taken, and all we'irj lor the 
capture oi smelts shall .be opened, aod so 
rcBiain,and all nets of any kind u;ed in the 
smelt and torn-cod fishery shnll be taken 
from fhe water on or before the said flrat 
day of April in each year, under a penalty 
of nol less than twenty, nor more than 
fifty c oilers, and a further fine of five dol- 
lars per day for every d ay that tny such 
weir or net remains in v.elation 
i of law;
